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FLU-PREVENTIVE STATISTIOS. 
The Health Department has compiled statistics

THE ALL-METAL PLANE’S FAILURE 

The accident in the serial mail service at Morris- 
town, N. J., recently, in which two men were killed, 
has brought out some facts about the all-metal plane 
not generally known before. The blazing plane that 
crashed at Morristown was of all-metal construction. 
A few days before the Morristown accident another 
plane of this type caught fire, but the pilot managed 
to make a landing, though badly burned. 

Manifestly, the all-metal plane, whatever its other 
advantages, does not provide security against fire, 
which was the one danger {t was supposed to avert. 
It seems, too, that the all-metal plane is not an an- 
swer to the tragedies of the war. It appeared before 
the war. Presumably, too, efforts to perfect it wore 
made during that contest, when genius in every aspect 
of service was inspired to new accomplishments. If 
such efforts were made they failed. In the trade 
itself, if that expression may be used, the all-metal 
plane is not regarded favorably. The vibration is said 
to be so excessive as to aggravate engine troubles, 
especially under difficult circumstances.

A S BUSINESS manager of the Chicago Ten- 
ants’ Protective League, E. J. Hammond in- 
sists upon finding out what solutions Gov. Coz 
and Senator Harding have to offer of the high 
rent and high cost of building problems. He 
would do better if he applied to someone nearer 
homes. The further it is attempted to remove re- 
sponsibility for the oppressive rent situation in 
any city the less prospect there will be of obtaining 
relief. It is not the business of the United States 
Government, least of all the President, to provide 
housing for the people of Chicago or to carry On 
building operations there for their benefit. That 
is Chicago's affair, and if it lacks the leadership 
or the Initiative or the resolution to attack the 
problem in a practical way, it will have to face 
the consequences. No community can look & 
shoulder off its burdens upon the President or 
presidential candidates merely because it has 
found them troublesome to bear. If the obligation 
to provide living quarters for everybody who fs @ 
victim of high rents could be shifted so easily to 
the Federal Government the result would be 
wholly unfortunate. All local efforts to work out 
a solution of the housing problem would cease and 
the Government would inevitably break down 
under the increasing demands made upon it.
